Alberta’e wheat and coarse grain 
crop this yeae bas possibilities of 
producing bighest) yields in history 
of province Unfortunately adverse 
harvest weather, with wind and 
rain, bas prevailed with the result 
that crops in most sections are two 
weeke Jate in ripening with concid- 
erable lodging in many fields, 

The combining of lodged crops or 
imatute crops, is eure to yield tough 
or damp grain. Too early threshing 
will be equaliy disasterous. Grain 
which is to be stored must be dry 
because of limited storage facilities 
Tough grain must be moved frequen 
tly and this cannot be done in over- 
crowded elevators or home graueries
